4, 1913. The cases occurred in a crowded tenement, but there was 
no spread of the disease. Plague is reported to be endemic in the city. 

BRAZIL. 
Para — Yellow Fever. 

The American consul reported May 10, 1913, the occurrence of a 
fatal case of yellow fever. 

Pernambuco — Mortality in 1912. 

During the year 1912 the total number of deaths reported in 
Pernambuco was 8,341 in a population of 210,000, as compared with 
10,234 deaths during the year 1911. Smallpox caused 762 deaths in 
1912, as compared with 2,440 in 1911. The following table shows the 
number of deaths from the principal communicable diseases present 
in the city during the year :
